Indeed, the pros- 
pect is sad from the feminine point of 
view, unless the coining ceutury 
ushri s in (he active reality of woman's 
alleged rights; in such case it will be 
sad, even sadder, for man. Centuries 
are so long that men and women tor- 
get lhat tlie regulation of our calen- 
dar requires every hundredth year— 
although divisible by four — not to be 
a leap >ear. It was settled years ago, 
when the final changes in the calendar 
were made, and to understand thai no 
enmity against women was intended 
an understanding of the methods of 
reckoning the year is necessary. 

The primeval system of reckoning 
time was based ou the moon's changes, 
as is shown iu our word "month." Bj 
the ruling of the moon months were 
reckoned with either twenty- 
tl.ii Iv days. Soon the ratio 
seasons was made to serve as i 
ard. It soon appeared, however, that 
the two svsleiiis did not fully agree. 
It was then that it was found neees 
s.uy to invent some means of adjust- 
ment. One of the earliest means 
devised was* lhat in use among tho 
Fgypiians. By their arrangement 
the \e ir was made up of the seasons, 
and included 3*55 days, with twelve 
months of thirty da\ s each . In order 
to fill out die lack arising from this 

day« were added at the end of the 
year 

The Jews reckond their year as 
jxtmposedoj tirelve lunar months of 
twenty-nine and thirty dav s alternate- 
ly, and the discrepancy which resulted 
was relieved by the occasional intro- 
duction of a thirteenth month. The 
ftjrjflaui, Macedonians and kindred 
peoples generally followed the Jewish 
method. Iu pursuing this reckoning 
seven years in a cycle of nineteen have 
this iutercalary month, and the num- 
ber of days in any year varies from 
353 to 385. 

The ancient Greeks made their year 
to consist of twelve really luuar 
months, but Solon iu 591 made a law 
for the Athenians that the months 
should comprise twenty-nine amt thir- 
ty days, with the addition of an inter- 
calary period occasionally. Afler- 
ward three times in eight years a 
month of thirty days was added, by 
which means the average length of 
each year was made to bo 8644, days. 
Ancient If >ine had but ten months iu 
the year, hut iu the time of its King* 
the lunar year was Introduced, num- 
bering 355 days in the twelve months, 
an occasional intercalary month be- 
ing employed to make the necessary 
additions. Tho Roman system of 
computing time, however, was beset 
with many c itllculties, aud the gross 
ignorance of the priests caused theiu t-. 
commit innumerable blunders In tin ir 
reckoning, until chronology was hope- 
lessly confused. 

Julius Caesar, iu the year 4(5 B. C , 
devised the oalendar Which bears hi- 
name In his systoin I tie year had 
365 days, save every fourth, whici 
had 866, making the average abom 
3654_. Exactly reckoned, the year wan 



If).") i>u-. .'» hour«.

Until the year 1682 A. D. no change 
was made iu it, hut by that time the 
11 minutes tad L0 seoonda of error h> 
each year had grown to ten complete 
days. As a result the time of Easter 
shifted from its true place and all 
the movable feasts of the church, 
which are reckoned from it, were 

out of the proper order, 
remedy the resultant annoyances Pope 
Gregory XML ordered that October 
5, 1582, should be reckoned as Octo- 
ber 15, 1582. To guard against a re- 
currance of the trouble Pope Gregory 
also decreed that every hundredth 
war should not be a leap year, save 
every four hundredth, but thai ixcep- 
tion beginning only at 2000 A. D. 
The excellence ot Gregory's device i- 
a brief computation 
shows lhat the total discrepancy b\ 
hte calendar would amount to no moie 
■ ban one day in 5,000 years. 

Italy, Spain aud Portugal unhesitat- 
ingly billowed the P. p ;'e direction: 
ie the change in the same 
year, in December instead ot October 
did also life Low Countries. The 
OlestantS, in the fury ot the Ite

1700, when the Lutherans of Germany 
aud Switzerland adopted the new 8) s- 
i.-in. Ily that time the continuance of 
the old error made It necessary to make 
a change of eleven days instead of ten. 
Scotland adopted the system iu 1600. 
England refused to yield until 1751. 
When the bill was first Introduced it 
tailed, hut prejudice was not able tc 
totaly des'roy con. moil sense, where- 
fore, 24 George 11., 1751 made the cal- 
endarof Great Britain and Ireland tc 
agree with tho Gregorian. Russia, 
Greece ,Houmania and the like races 
yet retain the old method, as a result 
of which, when one sends a letter from 
one of these countries fo some region 
where the calendar has been corrected 
it mnal he doubly dated, as, fores 
pie, in tins fashion, there being twelve 
days' difference now; January 1-13, 
or June 20, July 2. 

Not one ot the least remarkable 
features Of the century year Is that it 
leaves those unhappv mortals to 
whom something happened on Febru- 
ary 29 without their anniversary for 
eight years.

The iniiovaiioii is very remark- 
able, and consists in the transferring 
and reproducing of exactly similar 
newspapers In different cities by tele- 
graph. A Beilin paper, can by ihe 
me of this machine, appear in all the 
larger cities of Germany at tho same 
hour in the morning without bclcg 
sent through the malls. The inven 
cairn tor their apparatus not < 
increasing rapidity, but they say also 
that it will reduce the cost of printing. 
The invontors and patentees, Messrs 
C. Mera\-Horvath and C. Roar at 
Grsz, describe the working ot the ?p- 
parattisas follows: 
The copy is first of all run Off on a 
ipewriter, next to the typewritten 
opy, which M i ves as eorreetor'sproof, 
special attachment releases a narrow 
strip of silvered paper, which Is cov- 
ered by a number of short strokes and 
dots constituting an alphabet peculiar 
to this machine. These strokes and 
dots are made bv means of a chemical 
fluid, which so changes the metallic 
surface of the paper that it becomes 
non-conductive. Anv corrections be- 
coming necessary can be made on the 
s rip of silver paper ; insertion or cut- 
ting out of copy is also oasily per- 
formed. After being edited and 
corrected, the long strip of silver paper 
rolled up 011 a spool, and iuserted 
Into a telegraphic apparatus, which 
when set in motion, will reproduce 
the smiie Stroke* and dots in similar 
silver paper at any distance, and in 
any number of apparatus connected 
at the same time. Theso strips of 
silvered paper are placed ii.lo the 
"Electric Tj pograph." Tho t-tdp 
passes beneath six points of electric 
contact covering the entire width of 
the metallic surface.
